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TO;  The  IVIayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Deal  for  the  year  1967- 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
instructions  and  includes  the  usual  statistical  returns. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  'of-  the  mid-year  population  was 
26,780  which  is  an  increase  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  and 
includes  members  of  the  Crown  forces  stationed  in  the  Borough, 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  age  and  sex  distribution  was 
15.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  is  1.0  lower  than  in  1986.  The 
Rate  for  England  and  Vfeles  was  17.2. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000,  similarly  adjusted  was  10,0  compared 
with  12.1  for  the  previous  year  and  11.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Tlie  Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  fell  to  the  exceptionally  low 
level  of  7.8  per  1,000  live  births  in  1988  rose  to  18.8  which  is 
nonetheless  very  little  above  the  national  rate  of  18.3 

Congenital  malformations  and  one  road  accident  contributed  to  the 
increased  rate  in  1987. 

There  v^ere  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  Cancer,  while  fewer  in  total  than  in  1988,  shov/ed  an 
increase  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  the  local  rate  being  slightly  above 
the  national  level. 

Measles  was  the  only  notifiable  disease  which  was  epidemic, 
though  Influenza  was  prevalent  toward  the  end  of  the  year  when  serol- 
ogical evidence  of  infection  with  Influenza  Virus  Type  A was  obtained. 

Only  four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  com- 
pared with  nine  during  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  conditions  generally  continued  to  receive  every  possible 
attention,  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions  especially  being  of 
major  concern.  This  has  not  proceeded  as  rapidly  as  one  would  wish 
however,  only  one  dwelling  house  having  been  dealt  vdth  under  Slum 
Clearance  during  the  year. 

While  it  is  important  that  the  Council's  existing  programme  should 
be  actively  maintained  year  by  year  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  the 
requirements  of  an  increasing  number  of  old  people  for  smaller  housing 
units  has  reduced  the  availability  of  nev?  housing  for  other  purposes. 

With  the  increase  in  the  number  of  units  of  all  types  however, 
which  were  completed  or  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
renewed  efforts  can  be  made  in  the  hope  of  more  speedy  rehousing  from 
the  town's  remaining  unfit  properties. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  for  data  supplied  for  inclusion  in  this  Report,

The  general  pattern  in  this  area  does  not  vary  much  from  year  to  year. 

The  principal  employer  of  male  labour  is  the  National  Coal  Board  at 
the  Betteshanger  Collieiy  and  Central  Y/age  Offices. 

This  is  closely  follov^ed  by  Building  and  Civil  Engineering  whilst 
a large  number  of  men  find  employment  in  adjacent  areas,  e.g.  Richborough 
in  Chemical  Manufacture  and  at  Dover  in  connection  with  Cross  Channel 
Shipping. 

Little  or  no  engineering  is  follov^ed  but  of  the  two  firms  whose  em- 
ployees are  principally  men,  one  manufactures  Glass  Fibre  Car  Body  Compo- 
nents and  it  is  interesting  to  record  that  because  of  the  resin  used  in 
this  process  it  is  a stipulation  that  only  dark-haired  irales  can  be  accepted 
for  employment.  The  second  firm  is  employed  in  plastic  mould  Injection 
processes. 

There  are  three  light  clothing  factories  employing  female  labour, 
also  a ladies  shoes  manufacturer  v;ho  also  employs  chiefly  female  labour. 

This  firm  hopes  to  start  soon  a Nursery  which  will  permit  married  women 
to  work  whilst  their  children  are  being  cared  for  by  competent  nursery 
staff.  This  is  a new  departure  for  the  area  and  should  bring  more  married 
women  into  the  labour  market. 

It  is  still  noticable  that  married  vromen  who  seek  part-time  jobs 
stipulate .hours  of  vrork  which  vd.ll  permit  their  meeting  and  taking  children 
to  and  from  school;  most  employers  will  arrange  hours  of  work  to  enable 
this  to  be  done. 

A large  number  of  men  a3re  placed  in  employment  during  the  summer 
season  chiefly  in  connection  with  Cross  Channel  Transportation,  either 
as  Ship's  Staff  or  on  shore  jobs.  The  latter  is  suitable  for  the  older 
age  groups,  but  it  entails  shifts  of  twelve  hours  or  more  and  because  of 
the  hours  of  starting  the  men  must  be  able  to  get  to  work  without  use  of 
Public  Transport. 

Public  Tmnsport  facilities  are  good,  with  half  hourly  services, 
both  train  and  bus,  in  both  directions.  Men  still  use  shared  cars  vjhen 
working  in  other  areas. 

No  firms  in  the  area  v;ith  the  exception  of  the  National  Coal  Board 
hn-ve  Canteens  v/hich  provide  a main  dinner  meal,  but  all  have  snack  bars 
at  which  hot  light  snacks  can  be  purchased;  at  all  events  most  Vi[orkers 
can  get  ho.me  for  the  main  meal. 

As  may  be  expected  most  men  v;ho  register  as  disabled  through  injuries 
received  whilst  at  work  originate  from  the  Coal  Pits, 

Most  firms  work  the  five  day  week  with  an  early  leaving  on  Fridays; 
this  also  applies  to  adjacent  areas. 

•‘i  n;amber  of  men  earn  their  living  through  activities  connected  with 
fishing,  as  Boatmen  or  Bait  Diggers;  there  is  no  Fishing  industry  as 
such. 
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staff  are  supplied  to  Holiday  Camps  situated  in  adjacent  areas,  one  at 
KingsdoTO  and  the  other  at  St.  Margarets  Bay  while  there  is  also  a Holiday 
Camp  at  Deal  used  for  East  End  Londoners.

The  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  under  the  administration  of  the  South  East 
Kent  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  makes  provision  for  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  while  maternity  and  infectious  cases  (excepting  smallpox) 
are  provided  for  at  Buckland  Hospital  and  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 
Dover,  respectively.  Any  smallpox  cases  would  be  refeirred  to  River  Hospital 
(Long  Reach)  Dartf 03rd,  Kent. 


5 . Nursing  Home  Registrations  - Public  Health  Act.  1936 ; 


The  registration  of  Nursing  Homes  Yuthin  the  Borough  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Authority,  There  are  six  Nursing  Homes  in  Deal, 

Clinics  _and  Welfare  ; 

The  Kent  County  Council,  as  the  local  Health  and  Education  Authority, 
have  the  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  maternity  and  child  welfare 
C-Linics,  immunisation  and  vaccination  sessions,  also  school  clinics  for  minor 
ailments,  dental  and  ophthalmic  services,  child  guidance  and  speech  therapy. 

Out-patients ' clinics  in  all  specialities  are  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal. 

7 • SwimiUTig  Pools  ; 

Walmer  Secondary  School: 

This  is  an  open  air  pool  of  60,000  gallons  with  continuous  chlorination 
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and  filtration  plant,  with  a capacity  of  7,500  gallons  per  hour.  The  outlet 
dose  is  maintained  at  0.5  p.p.m.  and  algae  is  controlled  by  an  algicide. 

Other  Pools ; 

Three  County  Junior  Schools  operate  raised  portable  teaching  pools  with 
continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plants.  They  all  have  paved  surrounds 
and  are  able  to  maintain  a very  satisfactory  standard  of  water  purification. 

One  private  boarding  school  operates  a fill  and  empty  pool  which  is  em- 
ptied at  about  ten  day  intervals.  Hand  chlorination  is  practised  and  this, 
together  with  an  algicide  gives  reasonably  satisfactory  results. 

Paddling  Pool,  Walmer  Creen; 

This  is  a public  pool  restricted  to  young  children.  It  is  an  open  air 
pool  giving  10,000  gallons  vjith  continuous  chlorination  and  filtration  plant 
giving  a two  hourly  turn  over  period.  Algae  is  controlled  by  an  algicide  and 
colorimetric  tests  are  regularly  taken. 


1if  samples  were  taken  to  check  bacteriological  conditions  of  the  water. 

Three  of  these  samples  were  considered  not  satisfactoiy  and  remedial  advice  was 
given,  which  in  all  cases  produced  the  desired  result.  During  the  year  the 
Department’s  colorimetric  chlorine  test  kit  was  modified  so  that  the  acid  ortho- 
tolidine  method  was  discontinued  in  favour  of  the  D.P.D.  test,  on  information 
that  acid  ortho-tolidine  was  a carcinogenic  substance.  All  the  other  pool  oper- 
ators in  the  area  were  similarly  advised  and  replacement  kits  obtained, 

8.  National  Assistance  Acts  1948  and  1951  : 

(a ) Burials; 

No  burials  under  section  50  of  the  Act  took  place  during  the  year. 

Tenders  are  invited  from  local  undertakers  and  a contract  entered  into  for  a 
12  month  period, 

(b ) Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention: 

Action  for  the  compulsoiy  admission  to  places  of  care  and  attention  was  not 
found  necessary  during  the  year, 

44  visits  and  re-visits  were  made  in  connection  with  elderly  persons. 

Much  work  is  done  by  voluntary  bodies  on  behalf  of  elderly  x-'^i-sons  and  the 
Deal  and  District  Old  Peoples'  Welfare  Council  acts  as  a co-ordinating  body  in 
this  field.  Great  emphasis  is  placed  on  home  visiting. 

9.  Local  Government  Superannuation  Act s ; Me di c al  Examina t ions. 

During  1 9^7  twenty-tv7o  medical  examinations  were  undertaken  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Ifealth  of  persons  entering  the  Authority's  superanniration  scheme  and 
four  to  detemine  fitness  for  employment. 

SECTION  C - SAI'ITARY  CIRCUIvISTANCES  OF  _ THE  AREA 


Supply: 

All  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough,  vdth  the  exception  of  13,  supplied 
vdth  mains  v/ater  from  the  supply  of  the  Thanet  Water  Board  and  I am  pleased  to 
acknov/ledge  the  ready  and  continued  co-operation  of  the  Board  in  all  matters  upon 
7;hich  consultation  took  place.  Monthly  suimaeries  of  the  routine  bacteriological 
exoi-iination  of  samples  (Chlorinated  and  raw)  are  received  and  with  one  exception 
higlily  satisfactory  results  v/ere  rej^orted;  in  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory 
SQ-mplo  of  raw  v/ater  the  possible  source  of  contamination  v/as  traced  to  a sur- 
charged foul  sev/er  and  the  necessary  remedial  measures  v;ere  iimnediately  taken. 

Iri  rjTiy  case  the  Laboratory  report  indicated  that  the  contamination  was  not  ex- 
cessivo  and,  having  regard  to  the  good  organic  quality  of  the  v/ater,  no  diffi- 
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culty  would  be  expected  in  the  application  of  an  efficient  system  of  chlor- 
ination to  obtain  the  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity  appropriate  to  a 
public  supply.  In  fact,  samples  of  the  v/ater  after  treatment  taken  at  the 
same  time  were  reported  highly  satisfactory  and  repeated  check  samples  re- 
mained consistantly  so.

"Both  waters  confom  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality  and, 
from  the  aspect  of  chemical  analysis,  are  pure  and  wholesome,  waters  • 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes". 

17  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Department  and  all  were  reported  as 
satisfactory. 

In  connection  vdth  an  investigation  instigated,,, by.  the./IILniabry  i-Qi  Housing 
& Local  Geverainent  with  reference  to  plumbo-solvency  of  mains  water  samples 
were  also  submitted  by  both  the  undertaking  and  the  Department  fof  the 
specific  determination  of  lead  content;  three  sainples  were  taken,  two  of 
water  which  had  lain  in  lead  service  pipes  overnight.  The  Laboratory  re- 
ported lead  contents  of  0.03  parts  per  million  ( 1 sample  ) and  0.02  parts 
per  million  ( 2 samples  ) all  well  under  the  acceptable  maximum. 

Considerable  extension  of  water  mains  by  the  Board  was  carried  oirc, 
totals  of  approximately  660  yards  of  3"  and  800  yards  V piping  being  laid. 

The  well  water  supplies  in  Ellens  Road  received  routine  investigation,  nine 
samples  being  taken  of  which  seven  vrere  unsatisfactory.  The  contamination 
is  considered  to  be  from  localised  surface  sources,  the  actual  water  source 
being  retried  as  satisfactory.  The  occupiers  of  the  properties  concerned 
are  continually  advised  to  take  the  necessary  precautionary  measures. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage ; 

The  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  the  sewerage  contracts  has  been 
kindly  supplied  by  thie  Council's  Consulting  Engineers;- 

Contract  No. 3 

The  works  included  under  this  heading  had  been  completed  tovifards  the 
end  of  1966  and  the  sewage  from  part  of  Dover  Rural  District  connected  to 
the  new  Borough  sewer  which  discharges  to  Walraer  Pumping  Station  at  Liver- 
pool Road.  The  sewer  and  pimiping  station  have  been  in  full  comiaision 
throughout  the  year  and  preparations  were  put  in  hand  towards  the  end  of 
1967  for  the  installation  of  the  much  larger  pumps  which  will  be  necessary 
londer  the  provi.sions  of  Contract  No  .4.

The  contract  embraces  the  construction  of  a main  outfall  sewer  through 
the  centre  of  the  Borough  from  Ark  Lane  in  the  North  to  Walmer  in  the  South, 
the  diameter  vaiying  from  AS"  to  I8",  a 24"  diameter  branch  being  provided 
from  Victoria  Soad  via  Wellington  Road  to  Victoria  Park  to  relieve  the  existing 
overloaded  sewerage  system  in  the  South  Street  and  High  Street  area. 

The  whole  of  the  foul  sev;ers  in  YiTalmer  will  be  diverted  to  Walmer  Puinp- 
ing  Station  where,  as  indicated  above,  additional  puiiips  of  requisite  capac- 
ity will  be  installed  and  will  deliver  sewage  via.  a 15"  diameter  pumping  main 
across  Marke  V/ood  Recreation  dround  to  a connection  on  the  new  outfall  sewer  in 
Balfour  Road. 

’./hen  this  scheme  has  been  completed  and  commissioned,  all  foul  sewage 
will  be  pumped  through  the  existing  outfalls  at  North  Deal  Pumping  Station 
and  surface  vrater  only  vdll  be  discharged  at  the  remaining  existing  sea 
outfalls  to  the  South.
